The mirage Is an optical illusion In 
which images of distant objects are 
seen as If Inverted or raised In the 
air, says the Detroit News.

Frenchm an who went with Napoleon 
on his first expedition In Egypt, where 
mirages are very common. 
The phenomenon Is due to the rays 
of light being changed In their direc­ 
tion when passing through colder or 
hotter strata of air. 
L asers of air In 
contact sslth the surface of deserts be­ 
come greatly expanded and rarefied, 
while those Immediately above remain 
denser, thus causing tbe light rass to 
be bent upward. However, over water 
tbe condition Is Just tbe reverse. The 
layers above are warmer than those 
next to tbe water. When an object ap­ 
pears to be lifted above its real posi­ 
tion In the phenomenon it Is called 
looming. 
In the case of looming the 
reflection Is from the sky while In or­ 
dinary mirage It is from the earth. 
Mirages are common In Egypt, Persia, 
Turkestan, 
California, 
Nevada 
and 
Alaska.

Both, thereby, confess their 
weakness.

many and Frnace may yet go bank­ 
rupt under th«* burden. 
They may be

Wheat and rye are higher than a year 
ago, hut corn and oats are lower. Hay 
reflects the short crop of this year 
and is higher. 
Fruits and vegetables 
are higher except apples and tom a­ 
toes. 
Dairy products are all higher, 
poultry prices are up, but eggs are 
priced lower than last September. 
Farmers when buying pay more 
for clover and timothy se«*«l than last 
year. 
Bran, corn meal, coal, gasoline, 
potatoes, 
flour,

binder 
twine also were listed by the report 
among the products for which 
the 
farmer must pay more than last year 
at this time. Alfalfa seed, cotton seer 
meal ami sugar can be purchased at 
lower prices than September a year 
ago.

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Mirage Produced by 
Pottage of Light Raye 


The mirage Is an optical Illusion In 
which Images of distant objects are 
seen as If Inverted or raised In the 
air, says the Detroit News. 
This phe­ 
nomenon 
was first explained 
by a 
Frenchm an who went with Napoleon 
on hla first expedition In Egypt, where 
mirages are very common. 
The phenomenon Is due to the rays 
of light being changed In their direc­ 
tion when passing through colder or 
hotter strata of air. 
Layers of air In 
contact with the surface of deserts be­ 
come greatly expanded and rarefied, 
while those Immediately above remain 
denser, thus causing the light rays to 
be bent upward. However, over water 
the condition 1» Just the reverse. The 
layers above are warmer than those 
next to the water. When an object ap­ 
pears to he lifted above its real posi­ 
tion In the phenomenon it Is called 
looming. 
In the case of looming the 
refiectlon Is from the sky while iu or­ 
dinary mirage It Is from the earth. 
Mirage)« are common In Egypt, Persia, 
Turkestan, 
California, 
Nevada 
and 
Alaska.

SHOULD BE SEPARATED 


Jefferson 
City, 
September 
29.— 
Gov. Baker has called a conference 
to meet in Jefferson City, October 6, 
to discuss the preparation and sub­ 
mission of an initiative amendment 
to the Constitution providing a taxa­ 
tion 
for 
support 
of 
the common 
schools of Missouri and the univer­ 
sity and 
other 
education 
institu­ 
tions. 
It is expected that heads 
of 
the various institutions and 
several 
prominent leaders in education will 
attend the conference. 
The Governor’s idea is that the ed­ 
ucational interests of the state should 
be placed on a permanent 
financial 
basis and not be subject to the fluctu­ 
ations due to varying appropriations 
by the General Assembly. 
It is understood that various forms 
of taxation will be discussed at 
the 
conference, which will also, it is ex- 
pec ted, prepare a rough draft of the 


amendment to the Constitution to be 
submitted. 
One proposal that will Ik * discuss­ 
ed will bi* the application of a direct 
property tax of tw’o 
mills 
on 
th«* 
hundred dollar valuation. This would 
give the educational institutions and 
the common schools far better sup­ 
port than the present system gives 
them and would relieve 
the revenue 
fund of the state so much that there 
could be a marked reduction in 
the 
levy for 
stat«* 
purposes. 
Another 
proposal will be for the levying of a 
severance tax which 
would provide 
for the application of a tax on 
th«* 
output of mines. 
Another method of raising the per­ 
manent school fund that will h«> dis­ 
cussed will be a tax on luxuries, such 
as cigarettes, cigars and amusements. 
Under the present system of sup­ 
porting the schools, all the burden is 
upon the general revenue fund of the 
state. 
Each General Assembly first 
sets aside one-third of this for a bi­ 


ennial perid for support of the public 
schools and the rest is fought over by 
th«* departments, the other state in­ 
stitutions, 
the 
university and 
th«* 
teachers ’training colleges. 
In addition to the establishment of 
a permanent fund, one of the results 
obtained 
would 
In* abolition of the 
“lobbies" the university 
and 
other 
educational institutions have to main­ 
tain in order to g« t their share of the 
funds.
